A glance nt these fines already Im¬ 
posed upon offenders of the Manitoba 
gnme laws, should be sufficient to In¬ 
dies te to even the. most casual observ¬ 
er, the sincere desire of the Msnltoba 
government to adequately protect all 
game animals and birds, useful to the 
people of Manitoba. 

ft Is very desirable and necearary, 
that we always have an abundant sup¬ 
ply of s lid p.ame. but without the cloe- 
est watch for defenders and severe pun¬ 
ishment of offenses, our game would 
be rapidly killed off euttrely Lax 
game laws and improper punishment 
of offenses “has resulted In a closed 
season being Imposed on sport lovers, 
in many of the states to the south, the 
entire year round, while game pre¬ 
serves are maintained at great coat in 
an effort to restock the old haunts of 
the game animals and birds. This la 
the result of greed on the pait of a 
few. It would be nothing lers than 
criminal that auch conditions should 
ever exist In Mnnltoba. but without the 
co-operation of all hunters, even the 
moot rigid and energetic prosecutions 
will not be aufflcent protection. 


Will Not be Content With Driving 

Enemy Out of Ruoaia 

The Interviews with Alexei Khvos 
toff, the new minister of the Interior 
for Russia, did not announce bla pro¬ 
gram, but quoted a number of Inter 
eating and epigrammatic statements l* 
to his attitude on various questions 
His appointment was due. he thinks, to 
hia recent Puma speech abott the ex 
cess of German influence in Russian 
economic life. Reforms are necessary, 
but their execution must be postponed 
until after the war. The prime nun* 
sity for the moment Is a strong and 
authoritative government All efforts 
must be devoted to securing victory, 
and victory means not only driving 
the enemy out of Russia; “our aim J» 
Berlin,” says M Khvostoff. 

Tha work of the Zemstvo ana muni 
clpsl unlo annual be encouraged In 
every way. The recent congresses in 
Moscow did excellently when they 
swerved from their functions wbea 
they raised questions of general non 
tica. They muat not be punished, 
however, for this slight error. The 
help of the unions Is especially neces¬ 
sary In the campaign against the a> 
normal rise in prices, which Is due to 
speculation and disorganisation. This 
campaign must be the first care of 
the ministry of the interior. 

Without a* duma, political life In 
Russia is unthinkable, says M. Khvos¬ 
toff, but than la no need tt summon 
the duma before November. No un¬ 
due restrictions muat be placed on 
the ^resa; the idea or a preventative 
censorship Is absurd; it la aa great -n 
anarchoniam aa the restoration of 
serfdom would be. 

Strong measures must be taken 
against German dominance In Rus¬ 
sian public life and the best way to 
combat the influence of German cap¬ 
ital Is by organising Russian work¬ 
men on national principles. 

The steps already tak.a by Prince 
Cheratoff to extend the lights of the 
Jews must be followed The only re¬ 
striction tha; should be maintained 
with regard to Jews after the war Is 
tha prohibition of the purchase of real 
esute. 


Labels Bearing the Words "Gott Strafe 
England** Are Non-mallable 

Poetmaster-General Buieson has Is¬ 
sued an order excluding from tha 
Catted States maila postcards and en¬ 
velopes regarded as of unneutral char¬ 
acter. The ordar specifically includes 
oards and envelope, to fhieh labels 
hkvs been applied bearing the words 
"Gott Strafe England,** and pictures 
denunciatory of Germany’s sinking oC 
the Lusitania. The postmaster-gener¬ 
al's order was as follows: 

“Postmastera are directed to treal 
aa non-mailabla envelopes, postcards 
ind so forth bearing stickers contain¬ 
ing tha words or having printed oa 
ham the words "Gott Strafe England.** 
>r a picture of the Ueiuian escutcheon 
with a red blot labelled "Lusitania." 
inscribed ss being not only unneutral, 
but calculated to reflect upon certain 
-losses or persons.” 

U was said at the postoffice depart¬ 
ment that postcards and envelopes of 
the character described bad been 
found in b.g cities by poeiraastera and 
post office Inspectere. and that the 
question as to their mailable character 
had been referred to the department. 
An examination of the postal laws 
and regulations was mads with s view 
to determining whether the mailing of 
such envelopes and postcards could 
be prohibited. In laauln^, his order, tbs 
postmaster-general acted In accord¬ 
ance wtih the decision reached recent¬ 
ly that the mailing of postcards or 
photos of the lynching of Leo M. 
Frank, near Marietta, Ga.. should bs 
prohibited as Immoral aad likely to 
inflame the paaslons of certain people-

Manitoba Gama Laws Being Strictly 

Enforced This Year and Many 
Convictions Hava Resulted 
From Infractions of Law 

From information obtained from Mr. 
Charles Barber, chief game guardian, 
It appears that bis office baa taken on 
a new less# of life. Until quite recent¬ 
ly. the question of protection of the 
wild life of the province of Manitoba 
i has received little or no attention aud 
to the aportsmert of the province lue 
rapid depletion was so evident that 
strong representations were made to 
the present government, with a view to 
remedy lug tula very undesirable stale 

oj affairs 

^ A number of paid game guardians 
•were engaged earty in September on a 
temporary basis. First, it was thought 
that these mpn would only be required 
lor a few weeks, but since their report* 
have been coming in aud since the 
sportsmen of the province have been 
taking an Interest in the^oiaucr, so 
many flagrant breaches of the act 
have been disclosed that It seems nec¬ 
essary that they should be continued in 
office until after the big game sess 
son. 

Game guardians have been located 
In all the principal game districts in 
Uie province, with headquarters as 
follows: Brandon, dealing with middle 
western Manitoba; Killarney, dealing 
with qouiltern Manitoba; Plum Coluee, 
dealing with south-eastern Manitoba; 
Teulon, dealing with the district be¬ 
tween Lakes VYtnrfTpeg and Manitoba; 
sod at Dauphin.! dealing wltb north¬ 
western Manitoba ^ Under the control 
of the Dauphin office, there are five 
game guardians operating through the 
north-western district. At Winnipeg, a 
very close watch la kept on tha city 
sportsmen. Inspectors befhg located at 
each of the stations for t.ie purpose of 
checking up their bags and to see that 
they have licenses and, In addition, 
there are two qy three game guardians 
who are kept on hand to send out to 
Investigate special cases. 

More convictions have been obtained 
tills year than in any previous year 
and a general awakening of the public 
is taking place with regard to tho 
question of game protection. The hear¬ 
ty co-operation of the railway com¬ 
panies and the express companies has 
b *en obtained, and. generally speak¬ 
ing. machinery baa been set lu motion 
which should have the very best of re¬ 
sults. 

The gratifying feature In connection 
with the matter la the hearty support 
that la being obtained from the sports¬ 
men of the province. Many men who 
have been careless about obtaining 
permits and as to whether or not they 
exceeded the bag limits have bad a 
very rude awakening, as the magis¬ 
trates and justice! of the peace have 
been Instructed by the attorney-gen- 
eral'a department Id Impose exemp ary 
fines and to confiscate the gun or rifle 
of anyone convicted The confiscation 
features of the penalty has a greater 
determined effect than the Imposition 
of the fine, as the average man la at¬ 
tached to his weapon and feels keenly 
its loss. One clause In the Game Act 
that has been greatly neglected in the 
country districts Is the obtaining of a 
game license. Anyone who goes shoot¬ 
ing. with the exception of a resident 
farmer, must be provided with a lic¬ 
ense and numerous fines have baen Im¬ 
posed already thla year on residents of 
towns and villages, who have gone 
shooting without taking this precau¬ 
tion.

Wintering Vegetables 


How to Keep Garden Product! in Good 
Condition Through tho Winter 
Months 

It is often * problem to know how 
to keep our winter vegetables after 
we have grown them. Tbe oulstue 
root cellar Is the beU for many 
them. Cabbage needs to be kept Just 
above frearing point and in open 
crates. If kept In a warm cellar an! 
packed closely they will not Turnips 
and potatoes both kee.t best In a 
place Jus*, above frecxlng While 
pumpkin and squash need a warm, 
dry place, a temperature of fifty or 
more Is good ror these vegetables. It 
Is better that U.*y should not touch 
each other. Th-* shells of pumpkins 
and squash continue to harden, anJ 
the harder they are the better they 
keep. The softer sheliec squashes 
and pumpkins should be uaed first, as 
they will soon upoll If kept. Onions 
keep best epread out in layers or open 
crates where they may havo free air 
circulation, dry and moderately warm 
It the requirement of the onion for 
good keeping. 

Celery should be lifted with a share 
of the rooT. on It and with the earth 
still clinging to It. It may be packed 
In boxes, with ths earth tight about it. 
Celery ahould be kept out aa long ss 
It can be kept from freexing. and the 
necesaity of this vegetable la a cool 
storage. A temperature of forty-five 
degrees la disastrous. Thlrty-flve to 
forty degrees are allowable for the 
best keeping of celery. A box may be 
turned over to keep the tops from 
wilting, or wet blankets may be hung 
near by. Celery thus treated begins 
to grow In two or _|hr <-f weeks form¬ 
ing new stalks at The heart while the 
outside one* decay. 

Salsify, parsnips, carrots and beets 
all need storing In snnd or soil, and 
parsnips are inch better flavored lo 
the spring than they are In the win¬ 
ter. Spring seems the proper time 
to use psrtnips. and in many places 
these can be kept In the ground, by 
bring protected.

Treatment For Barb-Wire Injuries 
After a barb-wire accident, do not 
apply axle grease or any rancid oint¬ 
ment to the wound. Wash tha wound 
thoroughly with warm water. Then 
clip the hair as close as possible 
around It, and wash again to remove 
any hair nr other foreign substance 
When sand or hair has lodged in the 
depths of d deep cut, never use s wet 
■pongc to (clean It out Use a piece 
of ubfinrt'ont cotton or cotton batting. 
There will be much less risk of In¬ 
fection. It will be useless to put 
stitches In a wound that Is very deep 
or ragged, or that Is located In a 
place not In perfect rest when the 
animal Is making natural movements. 
Dry dusting powder hae a healing ef¬ 
fect on barb-wire wounds and other 
large, moist cuts and abrasions. 8uch 
a powder may be prepared cheaply 
by mixing together equal parts of 
slaked lime, sulphur and charcoal. 
Prevent lockjaw dangers In nail 
wounds of the hoof by opening them 
up freely, which provides drainage for 
serum and pus. Saturate with a solu¬ 
tion of corrosive sublimate snd water 
In the proportion of 1 to 500. Cover 
with dusting powder, absorbent cot¬ 
ton and a bandage. Thla treatment 
should be repeated dally until the 
wound la healed. 


Large Incomes Rare in Sweden 
It appears from the returns of the 
tax romn.isslonert that there are In 
Sweden 610.000 persons out of 5.639.- 
001 population whose Income ex¬ 
ceeds 60 rents a day 

Most of the people In Sweden are 
farmers or fishermen, who largely 
live on the food they grow or catch, 
and need use money only for cloth¬ 
ing snd a few articles such as sugar, 
coffee, kerosene and tobacco. 

There are fewer millionaires In 
Sweden than In any other country In 
Europe, except possibly Norway 
There are only 6!I8 persons with In¬ 
comes over 621.440 a year and scarce¬ 
ly 5.000 wtu>se Income exceeds flOO 
a we?k. There are 250 000 who earn 
6214 to 6241 a year, and 280.000 who 
earn 6241 to 6375 a year. But 40.000 
people are above the 31.000-ayear 
mark. 

The Income of the Swedish govern¬ 
ment In 1914 was 6149.000.000. and It 
was estimated for 1915 at 6159,000.- 
000, but the first six months of the 
present year brought in only 672 000.- 
000, a decrease of nearly 63.000,000 
from the same period last year.

Ban on Newspapers by Mail 

W'brd comes from Ljndon that tha 
post office authorities of the British 
Isles have sent notice to the publish¬ 
er, of n.'W’.- papers to publish the fol¬ 
lowing: 

"The post office is refusing to for¬ 
ward newspaper* sent by Ind.vtduals 
to friend* tn neutral countries, wheth¬ 
er on the continent or In America.” 

The object of the prohibition Is to 
prevent lu'ivhlual newspapers being 
marked or ‘coded’’ so a* to give In¬ 
formal on to the enemy 

"If dispatched frem the off'ces of the 
publishers <>r the'.r agent*." however, 
the authorities will allow newspapers 
g;> through the /mails. 

It Is said th? post office authorities 
h ve been rompellAi to lake this pre¬ 
caution because of a discovery that 
German spies have been transmitting 
information by neaai of "markeu" 
newspapers. 


"The Undeniable Fact" 

The undeniable fact is that Belgium 
in 1914 was tortured by Germany for 
doing exactly what tn ldoTrihe govern¬ 
ment of the United States urg*»d her to 
do. and the government of the United 
Stales has lacked e ther the courage 
or the moral sense of responsibility to 
make a protest. This failure of our 
government is one of the shameful 
events of the war It has done as 
much aa any other on? thing to con¬ 
vince the German government and peo¬ 
ple that we are gfraid to make a pro¬ 
test even In defence of our own rights.

In those Sect ions of the country 
where the cream gathering eyatem 
ie In vogue, no alngle meaaure for 
ibe improvement of the quality of 
tbs butter la of greater Importance, 
or la likely to be more aucceaarul. 

The re¬ 
sults already attained In Alberta 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, espec¬ 
ially In Alberta, era abundant proof 
of the practicability and efficiency 
of the methods which have been 
adopted In these provinces for the 
grading of the cream as supplied to 
the creameries.

We sre not concerned for the mo¬ 
ment wtill the reasous why the mer¬ 
chants are Impelled to do business 
in this way We merely want to 
point out a few facta as briefly as 
possible. «hla tendency to strike an 
average value neither encourage* the 
progressive Duller maker who turns 
out a superior article, nor punishes 
the Indifferent or careless maker 
whose product is of Inferior quality. 
Neither the creamery owner nor the 
patrons of the creamery can be ex¬ 
pected to take much Interest In the 
matter of quality when they see 
butter of widely different quality be 
ing sold for practically the same 
price. If tht re were the same dis¬ 
crimination In value In the purchase 
of butter from tha manufactur r as 
there If in the retail trada the psposi 
of many creameries would soon 
awaken to the fact that they were 
receiving a very much smaller re¬ 
turn for their milk or cream than 
tha patrons of other creameHes where 
he business is conducted on better 
lines. How to secure full value and 
a reasonable discrimination In price 
la one of the greatest problems be¬ 
fore the dairymen of this country. It 
Is the problem of problems If It 
wars solved, most of the other prob¬ 
lems would solve themselves. There 
la* no question before the dairymen 
of Canada today which deserves more 
careful study and attention.

Edward F. Chandler, Inventor of e 
system of harbor defence now being 
tested by the I'nlted States navy, by 
the detection of the approach of sub¬ 
marines and battleships with the aid 
of water microphones, haa announced 
that he bus perfected e method of de¬ 
tecting and locating airships by the 
microphone Mr. Chandler said that 
one of the greatest application* of the 
airship tinders would he as a defence 
against night raids such as lh{ Ger¬ 
mans have mads upon London Vuh 
Zeppelins. 

Mr. Chandler said that he could 
easily discover the range, height, 
speed and direction of a dirigible or 
other aircraft in tjie darkest Bight 
Then, he said, anti-aircraft guus 
could be used ugaiust the lavidera. 
Explaining his method, he said:' “If 
microphones, very sensitive* und tun-' 
ed to catch the vibrations made by 
an airship's propellers, were placed 
over a larga geometrical figure on 
the ground, the variance of ihe ef¬ 
fect of the vibrations of the propel¬ 
lers upon separate microphone* gives 
a ready means for the relative loca¬ 
tion of the source of the vibration ’’

Each laboratory has attached to It 
either a skilled doctor or an expert 
analytical chemist with trained labor¬ 
atory assistants.

From Mias 
l’aveil downwards we Itaveour lieroiuss, 
tlie mothers and daughters .and Asters 
of tla* Knipire wlm are gladly giving 
t Item - elves and all that they ran to tlie 
cause of die ustion for which they, «*• 
less than she who was so foully mur¬ 
dered but a few short weeks ago woukt 
gladly lay down Uiair livea. 

"Tlie fighting men first" was the cry

This is the spirit that is 
actual!ug os to-day and across tiie great 
batllrflekia them silent songa of hope 
and iuspiration lighten us no leas than 
did the ancient sung by the Red Sea 
lighten tlie hearts of the children mi 
the way t j tlw promised laud. 

The Bid for the Balkans. 

It wsa only last week that the follow¬ 
ing sentence formed part of a report 
(ruin the Balkans, that territory of 
momentous indecision: 

"Tlie Ksieer's presence intbe Balkans 
is designed to offset th* Influence ex¬ 
erted by Lord Kitdiecsr in Atiisna and 
Bucharest** 

A few days previously various re- 
liorts were current regarding Kitchener, 
and speculation plmVd bitu anywlierr 
from Home to Delhi and from Cairo to 
Alliens. Tlie Kaiser's rapid move to 
tiie Balkans has elucidated the mysler> 
fur us. For the time being tlie Balkan 
nations who still hesitate are to be 
made to decide tiie issue on a question 
of iwreouality, presumably. Ubvioual> 
our enemy tlie Kaiser ia putting it up to 
them which of Uie twain they will liave, 
Kilcbeuer or tiie K» iser, and no donb« 
this influence of peisouslitioa will help 
to hnoe to a decision the still neutral 
I minds in tital moat troublesome ooinrr 
of Europe. 

Incidentally, the Kaiser's move to 
place hiuisrlf i« allow and to (<«rv 
Lord Kilclieuer into a similar position 
has tlie effect of penetrating to auto*- 
-xieot tlie black clooda overhanging 
(ireeceand Houmania Kitrhener. if 
we must believe the result of putting 
iwu and twi. together, has gone to th 
Balkans to talk business to the King of 
lireeee. Tbs (m wit ion there is noue too 
«afr for tiie Allies at present, for Greece 
seetns to be iu a mind to betray tlieni 
and perhaps tiie Serb* as well, for tlie 
tatter are being driven back by superior 
Bulgarian force* and may lw forceu on 
to Grecian soil where, if tii* Greek 
‘ hivernment ia incluifd to la* unfriendly. 1 
tiiey will be promptly interned. Now 
tue Allies cannot nfford to lie tiie vie 
lima ol underhand play and the busi 
nee* on which tlie Minister of War I... 
been despatched ie t<* strengthen (iieek 
conviction* in tiie cause of the AUiea. 

But why almukl the Kaiser go to the 
Balkans too?. Drepatclies a few day* i 
ago iu formed ns of an ixisting treat) 
betaeeu Germany and Houmania tbai 
ibe latter would enter the war on tiie 
-ideof Germany at tlw beginning of ( 
December. If b is agreement were a* 
ninding as we were led to believe iliere, 
would be no need for the Kaiaei. 
Evidently he thinks otherwise and 
tlierefore we may oonclnde tiiat if || U 
nrceaaary for tlie Kaiser a came tiiat lie 
be there, arraiigementa bet worn Ger- 
tnany and tiie Balkans are not quite so 
*.»Hd as we were led to believe. The 
Balkans are not swayed by the higher 
morals of nations so much as by the 
pomlbilltj of advantage fur thaiustlvaa 


and Kiieliener may f«tbid the Kaiaer 
yet and we would th-n mr tiie neutral 
Balkan oountriea aw iug into stride witii 
tlie Allies. Ooe never knows what a 
day will bring forth in tlie Balkans and 
until tlie die la ariaslly east no one can 
my which way tiie peudolum • of events 
will swing.

India and 
even the small and remote outposts of 
the empire were clamoring to aepd 
their sous to Prance to fight the'oU 
couutry’a battle lor freedom and hon 
or- Now, fourteen months later, aftei 
lust lug all the horrors of tbs nsw war 
are svuived by ths Satanic Ingenuity 
of tbs Huns, their snthaslasm burns 
as fiercely as ever, and mo* and yst 
tones men, knowing foil well wnat they 
have lo face, are hastening arrosa ths 
ssveu seas to help ths molbsrland to 
victory. 

All this is gall and wormwood to 
Germany, and itor press, acting undv 
orders. loses no oppoituclty of decry¬ 
ing "these deluded colonials,’ of Im¬ 
pugning their courage or of inventing 
clumsy siuhtei uf disaffection and re¬ 
volt. 

The Berlin Post and the official 
Cologne Gaxette have been the leaders 
in this vain campaign, and the former 
again recurs id it In the following: 

"In vain do tho Eugllsh try to per¬ 
suade the colonies to make greater 
sacrifices. In Australia they have heard 
all about the formidable Kisses at the 
Dardanelles nd also about the con 
sunt quarrels and fights between Eng¬ 
lish and Australian soldiers, and so 
the Englishmen’* urgent cry for help 
remains unanswered In that quarter 
I "In this way It has coma about that 
England has nothing to expect from 
the colonies and now treads her diffi¬ 
cult, thorny road alone, deserted by 
those on whose aid she bad so surs’y 
reckoned. 

"The colonial pan In the war baa 

en played to a finish. The 'volonles 
have no wish lo bleed their yohth to 
death In a war ths scene of which In 
laid thousands of miles away. Tiny 
deem, and rightly so. that they have 
done more ttan enough.'' Instead Of 
sending fresh troops they are no v 
thinking how they may best turn Eng- 
Inna’s difficulty to account In extend¬ 
ing their own rights aud wtd. ulng 
their own liberties." 

Tbs Berlin Kreui-Zeltung Is greatly 
concerned at the continued ’inactivity’ 
of the British fleet: 

"The British fleet haa hitherto con¬ 
tented itself with playing the none Mo 
heroic role of a sort of watrh-and- 
closing committee for the world* 
seas. 

"In England, of course, they are 
quite satisfied with ths rsaults gained. 
Among ths allies, however, who have 
been allotted by far the rooet difficult 
par* In the war performance, the re¬ 
lief which England a most formldahis 
navy could bring would he tarnkfully 
balled. * 

"In Prance the misgivings as to the 
visible action of ths British fleet are 


grrivsl in Canada until discharged 
from the service by the military medl-! 
baf-boards. So far as ths commission 

had been abls to do it, every invalided 
eoidler who has so far returned from 
Us front has been looked alter, in 
any case where a returning soldier 
haa got bean placsd in a convalasceui 
homa it la becauss be baa not applied 
for SUch accommodation, or ths com- 
mtoslon has not been able to find him. 

A statement as to what has so lar 
been accomplished by the commis- 
taou and what It plans lo do is given 
by Senator LougMad The nr*i file 
problem of looking after the men still 
suffering from wounds or ilta«*i>s has 
been adequately and comprehensively 
handled. The larger problem of pro¬ 
viding means of livelihood for the men 
who have been Invalided out of the I 
service, and also for the tens of thous- j 
ands of soldiers who will return after l 
the war Is over. Is now being taken up 
by the commission in co-operation 
with the various provincial govern 
menis, the Manufacturers association 
and other representative bodies whose 
advice and assistance are requlred- 

The receiving station for lire re¬ 
turning soldiers in at Quebec, where 
a clearing hospital haa ben establish¬ 
ed under the charge of the militia 
department About 10 per cent oi 
the men who are invalided back are 
found to require furtner hospital 
treatment in Canada. The others, 
after being examined by militia med 
leal boards, are discharged on pen 
Sion, sud three months’ psy is being 
allowed them, payable In three 
monthly instalments. A careful rec 
ord of these men la being kept. In¬ 
cluding the nature of the disability, 
the occupation prior to enlistment, 
all available sources of Income, and 
the naturs of ths occupation they 
would Ilka to follow If unsbls to con 
tlnue at the work they were engaged 
In before they enlisted. 

Those who require further medical 
care are being distributed under 
military discipline to convalescent 
homes opened at 8ydney, Quebec. 
Montreal, Kingston. Torouto, Hamil¬ 
ton. Winnipeg and Calgary. Three 
other homes—one at London, one si 
Victoria and one at St. John—will be 
opened shortly. All these homes, 
which In practically every case have 
be- u offered to lire. commission by 
pnvats dtl-ms. are well equipped 
with hosplt.il requirements. In each 
place arrangements have been made 
with local societies, such aa the Red 
Cross. Darghters of the Empire, etc, 
to provide com forte in the shapa of 
clotfling. reading material, etc., for 
ths men. 

In all cases where the returning 
soldi*** are found suffering from 
tubercular trouble thev are being 
sent to s sanatorium for treatment 
A report from the director general 
of medical services shows that only 
shout .02 per cant, of the total num¬ 
ber of the men enrolled have develop 
ed tubercular trouble. That mean* a 
total of about 300 for the total of 160.- 
000 men enrolled. Where ths men are 
sent to sanatorlums. the government 
is allowing S10 per week for their 
treatment there. 

The commission wishes It to be 
distinctly understood by the public 
that any Invalided soldier who cornea 
back to Canada, and who has not y?t 
been discharged from service, can be 
placed in one of these convalescent 
homes on making application to ths 
secretary of ths commission In 
Ottawa. At present there Is ample 
room for many more soldlere than 
have aa yet been accommodated, but 
larger numbers a re expected in the 
near future, as arrangements are 
being made to have the wounded 
men now being looked after in Eng¬ 
land sent to Canada aa soon as pos 
slble- 

The committee Is In communica¬ 
tion with the various provincial gov 
ernments with regard to working out 
a comprehensive scheme for provid¬ 
ing employment, both for all men 
Invalided out of the service and for 
ths men who will corns back aa soon 
as tbo war Is ovsr. The subjects un¬ 
der consideration In connection with 
this scheme Include provision for 
technical training In all branches of 
Industry, work for the blind and the 
opening up of new sress for sgrl 
cultural settlement. The problem Is 
one of the most serious and complicat¬ 
ed ones now facing ths government, 
and the scope of the hospitals com¬ 
mission has been enlarged to embrace

Everyone 
knows, of course, that many hundreds 
of Sankutch -wan cnlldrt-n are growing 
up with no education at all For ex¬ 
ample there are .aorne I.loo Commun 
Ity Doukhobors In northeastern Saa 
kalchewan. none of whom scud their 
chiiuren to school. Hundred* of other 
children of non-Engilsh-spcaklng par¬ 
entage. though receiving a nominal 
schooling. generally in - parochial 
schools, are receiving either no in¬ 
struction at all In Eugllsh or else so 
little as to be entirely inadequate 

This state of affairs characterises 
numerous districts where, despite the 
law of the land, no public schools are 
being maintained. For example, In the 
nelgLborn«*od of Warmsn aud Hague. 
Dr. Oliver found seventeen villages 
and communities without any public 
schools. The many hundred Mennon 
Ite children of these localities are de¬ 
pendant for their education on paroch¬ 
ial schools not at present subject to 
any government supervision whatever. 
In the schools of 900 of these young 
rltisens of Saskatchewan, no word of 
English Is ever taught or spoken. Dr. 
Oliver Is authority for the statement, 
baaed upon his own personal observa¬ 
tion. that not a single teacher In 
charge of any of these children knows 
English himself well enough to be able 
to teach it to anybody else. 

In the vicinity of Humboldt also. 
Dr Oliver found many German dis¬ 
tricts In which Independent private 
schools, conducted at least half ths 
day In German, are being maintained 
Instead of public sehpola, with a view 
to avoiding all government control 
over the subject matter and method of 
the education extended to the children 
In at least some of our French set¬ 
tlements also Dr Oliver found that In 
sufficient attention In be*ng devoted to 
familiarising ths children with the 
English language. 

Dr. Oliver haa also made a special 
study of a rural municipality In the 
northeastern part of the province, set¬ 
tled almost exclusively by Doukhobort 
and Ruth-'ntsns. Of a hundred homes 
at which he made personal visits, only 
three provide readers for any Can¬ 
adian new*paper published la English. 
The Ruthcnlan papers taken stand de¬ 
finitely (or resistance to the process of 
national asslmllatlcm. In ten schools 
visited In this locality he found only 
sixteen children reifiesentlng English 
■peaking families. In eight out of 
fourteen schools the teachers were 
Kntheniana and In many cas*s they 
were using their mother tongue freely 
to supplement the instruction In Eng¬ 
lish. Of ths 26 Ruthenlan teachers In 
one inspectorate, the school Inspector 
classified 6 as doing good work. 10 
fair, and > poor Of the 200 school 
districts In which the majority of the 
ratepayers are Ruthenlan. 75 or *0 
employ Ruthenlan teachers, less than 
a doxen of whom bold professional cer¬ 
tificates.

Technical Education is Needed For ths 
Youth, Including Agricultural 
Training 

Mr Rhys D. Farbslrn, president of 
the Ontario Association for the Promo 
tlon of Technical Education, !u an ad¬ 
dress delivered at the 1916 annual 
meeting of the Commiaalon of Conser¬ 
vation, said: 

"There are* probably 100.000 boy* 
and giris In Canada of an age from 14 
o is >eara who every year become en 
1 in occupations connected with 
the manufacturing, agricultural, min¬ 
ing, or transportation interests. The 
present general plan of education does 
not provide sufficiently for these 
young people. The apprentice system 
has passed, -nd technical education 
must take It* place. The Increasing 
cost of living mikes It essential that 
these young men and women should 
have oppoilunitics to prepare them¬ 
selves for positions which would bring 
larger Incomes hv<t> manufacturer 
knows that it pays to engage trained 
workers at high wages or salaries. In 
prefetanre to cheap unskilled labor 

"Technical education, including 
training In agriculture, la essential 
to the future flf Canada. It will re¬ 
quire a large expenditure of mun y, 
but It Is vital to the progress of the 
nat.on to have its young men and wo¬ 
men properly trained for their life 
work With the e’.reptlo • of the war. 
there la no other question before the 
people of Canada today of so great Im¬ 
portance If Canxd an workmen had 
the requisite training, many orders 
which now go lo foreign manufactur¬ 
ers would be filled In Canafls Not 
only that, but such training would be a 
gr.at advantage In rhe Intelligent de- 
vcltpm nt or the enuntry’n vast nat¬ 
ural reaouiccs. It la not go muen m 
question of the lack of capital that 
handicaps Canadian manufacturers as 
it 'a of not having sufficient skilled 
help."

Eugland to making great strides In 
production. I noticed a wry great 
Increase since my last visit, but the 
British xrorkman should understand 
that every shell saves the life of some

"Never mind about any mathemati¬ 
cal calculations aa to bow many lona 
of steel It takes to kill a German. The 
sweetest music a soldier hears Is ths 
whistling of a sben on Its way to the 
German trenches. 

"You have seen what we can do 
when ws have a fair supply of shells. 
They drove ths enemy back In the 
Champagne and Artois districts, but 
to drive him out of France and Bel¬ 
gium we want and must have many, 
many more. The way to Berlin will 
have to be hewed by great explosives 
"My visit to London gave me great 
personal satisfaction and I shall prob 
ably return there soon, because by 
reason of the great British organisa¬ 
tion It la better for ms to go there. 
Unfortunately, I do not speak English, 
and Mr. Lloyd George does not speak 
French. so sr« have to converse 
through an Interpreter. But ws were 
united In spirit." 


Russia Today Is 6trongsr Than at Be¬ 
ginning of Conflict 
"We have beeu prepared for such an 
sventuaoty. We win send an army in¬ 
to Bulgana, and wnen ths war to over 
there will Uo no such country In exist¬ 
ence." 

This was the reply of Vladimir V. 
II r. one of me most distinguished 
Muasiau cllixens now In England, on 
behalf of ths Russian war munitions 
committee, when asked ths effect on 
iits utry of Bulgaria luto the war 
would have on Russia. 

"Bulgarians will not want to fight 
the Russians," be continued, "but the 
Russians will surely light the Bul¬ 
garians now that they nave turned 
traitors to Russia."

Besides, no nation can sur¬ 
vive when It has based its relations 
with the world on ilea and deceit, and 
when Its leaders and government de¬ 
liberately mislead their own people."
